Getting 
ready for 
the hunt 


m Opening day 
for deer season 
is Nov. 15 


With opening day just around the 
comer, plenty of area deer hunters are 
pulling together gear and planning 
their version of the big hunt. 

According to the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, the 2001 
deer harvest statewide is expected to 
exceed 500,000 deer. Biologists es- 
timate Michigan's fall whitetail popu- 
lation to be approximately seven per- 
cent lower in Michigan this year than 
in 2000, though still 20 to 25 percent 
over “goal,” which is, according to the 
DNR, that population which main- 
tains a quality deer herd in balance 
with its habitat to yield healthy fawns, 
does, and bucks. 

In the DNR‘s Northeast Manage- 
ment Unit, which covers 14 counties 
including Charlevoix, Antrim, and 
Emmet, the fall season’s deer popu- 
{ation is only slightly smaller than last 
year’s, with low winter mortality and 


‘good fawn production balancing the 


effect of recent liberal anterless sea- 
sons. “We've been issuing a lot of 
antlerless permits,” said DNR wild- 
life habitat biologist Brian 
Mastenbrook, and still, “Antrim and 
Charlevoix counties are quite a bit 
above our goal.” 

According to DNR seasiciionts the 
best success rates for hunters will be 
found in Iosco, Ogemaw, and west- 
erm Antrim and Charlevoix counties,

Anyone taking a trip through 
Walloon Lake on M-75 in recent days 
has likely noticed a flurry of activity, 
as well as a few changes, in the park 
and public beach.

“I used to run the 
whole thing,” said Tinney, who was 
joined a few years ago by Worgess 
when it became clear that the event 
was growing. 

The event is the major fund-raiser 


for the arts council, with proceeds 
trom booth fees, donations at the door, 
and the luncheon benefitting both the 
council’s programs as well as help- 
ing to fund scholarships for art stu- 
dents. “It sort of comes full circle,” 
said Tinney, “from artist creating art 
works to sell, having them purchased, 
{with proceeds from the event help- 
ing] to create new artists.” 

The fair, added Worgess, has be- 
come “one of the premier holiday 
events {in the area].

A sea of candy flowed into children's pillow cases and 
knapsacks during Harvest Barn Word of Life Church's 
Hallelujah Night Party in the East Jordan Elementary 
School gym Oct. 31. About $2,300 of candy rewarded 
colorfully clad kids as they tried to ring the bell with one 
swing, toss the football through a set of tires John Elway 
style, and sink a putt on the miniature golf course. 

Hallelujah Night 2001 was the most successful yet. 

More than 450 children and 170 adults flowed into the 
gym for the festivities. They left carrying candy and prizes 
that ranged from a child’s viewfinder to five-CD changer 
stereo system and from robotic pets to a surround sound/ 
DVD system. 

Hallelujah Night was truly an example of the commu- 
nity reaching out to the community,” said Harvest Barn 
pastor Kimon Criner. “Even though we organized the 
event and staffed the games. the community was integral 
in providing funding and moral support. East Jordan defi- 
nitely knows what Jesus meant when he said it’s better to 
give than receive.” 

Even the East Jordan Police Chief gives. Annually, in- 
cluding this year, he provides $10 to the candy jar.

hunters should keep in mind. 

Due to continued concerns about deer infected with 
bovine tuberculosis, baiting has been suspended this year 
in both Antrim and Emmet counties. In Charlevoix 
County, hunters ‘‘can still bait two gallons per day,” said 
Mastenbrook. Additions to the 200) baiting regulations 
include the stipulation that bait may be used to take deer 
only from Oct. 1 through Nov. 30, 2001, and that bait 
may only consist of grain or shelled corn. Also, from 
now through Nov. 30, successful hunters in Deer Man- 
agement Unit 452 (on the eastern side of the state) are 
required to submit their deer or deer head to a DNR reg- 
istrar (or check station) within 120 hours (five days) of 
their kill. 

All check stations open last year are Operating again 
this year, except for the former Boyne City location, which 
has been moved to Boyne Falls. The new check station is 
located at the Flywheeler’s fairgrounds three miles north 
of Boyne Falls on US 131. The move, said Mastenbrook, 
is intended to be more user friendly to hunters by “having 
a more visible check station.” Last year’s in-town Boyne 
City location was somewhat difficult to find. ““We’re try- 
ing to address that by getting out on the highway.” 

Though bovine tuberculosis hasn’t had a high-profile 
presence in the news this season, don’t be fooled by less 
publicity. The problem, said Mastenbrook, is ongoing. 
“We are very concerned,” he said. He urges hunters to 
submit their deer for testing, for their own knowledge as 
well as to help the department track incidents of the dis- 
ease. Even if a deer looks healthy, Mastenbrook said, the 
disease doesn't always give visible signs. “Only 30 per- 
cent {of deer infected with bovine TB] have lesions,” he 
said. Asa precaution, he added, as always, “people should 
cook meat thoroughly.” 

Besides keeping track of bovine TB, information gath- 
ered at check stations, including antler measurements, 
teeth examinations, age, sex, antler points and beam, and 
location of kill, are all helpful to state wildlife biologists 
as they evaluate the health and condition of the herd for 
future management. And, according to DNR Wildlife Di- 
vision chief Rebecca Humphries, hunters need not worry; 
submitting deer at a check station “will not result in-hunt- 
ers losing their animals or forfeiting a wanted rack. How- 
ever, it will help us determine the prevalence of Bovine 
TB in [northern Michigan], and it will help us know where 
we need to focus our efforts to ensure the future health of 
the herd.” Hunters are encouraged to check out the DNR's 
website, www.dnr.state.mi.us/, for more information on 
changing rules and regulations, as well as maps, locations 
of deer check stations, and other hunting information.

High School, two new inductees were announced as joining 
the illustrious alumni honored over the years at the school’s 
Hall of Fame. . 

Hall of Famers for this year are Don Dunsmore and James 
Dilworth. 


DUNSMORE is a 1962 graduate of Boyne City High 
School, who has taken a love for skiing with him in his 26- 
year career as a teacher, counselor and coach at Traverse 
City Central. Along with earning a B.S. In Education at 
Central Michigan University, and completing advanced stud- 


ies at Albion College and Michigan State University, Bom Dunsmore and family were on hand to accept a plaque in honor 
of his induction into the Hall of Fame. Dunsmore is a 1962 graduate 


Dunsmore held the position of ski coach at TC Central from 
1986 to 1993, leading his boys’ team to five state champi- 
onships. 

During the same period, Dunsmore was named Ski Coach of the 
Year four times, and has served as president of the Michigan High 
School Ski Coaches Association. He has been inducted into the Michi- 
gan High School Hall of Fame, and in 1991, was recognized by the 
Traverse City Chamber of Commerce as the outstanding educator of 
the year. 

{ JAMES DILWORTH is a 1946 graduate of Boyne City High 
School who earned a B.S. in Civil Engineering from the University 
of Michigan in 1951, 

Beginning his career with the Charlevoix County Road Commis- 
sion, he later joined the United States Forest Service. 

Staying close to home, Dilworth served as area manager for Boyne 
Highlands from 1963 to 1977, and from 1977 to 1997 was the area 
manager for Nubs Nob. “He is considered one of the pioneers of the 
ski industry in northern Michigan,” said Boyne City High School ath- 
letic director Steve Beyer, who presented the awards. 

In 1984, Dilworth made a move to international status when he was 
named as the official snowmaker for the Olympics in Sarajevo that 
year, after which he served as a consultant to ski areas worldwide. 
“He was regarded in the ski industry not only as a pioneer, but also a 
leader in developing snowmaking techniques,” said Beyer. . 

Dilworth died on June 17, 1987. away in 1987.

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‘Boyne City’s short-lived ‘oil fever’ 


By CHUCK STUTZMAN 


“Did you ever see an oil drill in op- 
eration?” That was the topic of conver- 
sation in July of 1927 and rang out in 
the Boyne Citizen throughout that year. 

As the production of automobiles, 
farm machinery and other petroleum 
powered equipment increased in the 
}920s, the need for more oil was be- 
coming apparent. The search for oil and 
natural gas found its way to our north- 
ern Michigan community in an attempt 
to supply the growing demand. 

Through several artictes written in the 
Boyne Citizen in 1927 called the Oil and 
Gas News, petroleum geologist Fred H. 
Merritt attempted to convince land and 


farm owners in Charlevoix and sur-' 


rounding counties to sign leases which 
would allow exploration for oil and gas 
on their property. Though convincing 
of his projections, one comes to the con- 
clusion he found little cooperation in 
1927. He did however find one local 
farmer to risk his proposal, Joe 
Stutzman, who owned about 250 acres 
near Young State Park. 

Merritt was trying to attract develop- 
ers to the area by urging all landowners 
around Horton Bay and vicinity to sign 
leases. The more land owners that par- 
ticipated, the more wells that could be 
drilled thus bettering the chances to find 


oil, enticing the developers to take interest in 
the area for oil production. There was no obli- 
gation on the part of the landowner other than 
to sign the lease. If oi] was found on their prop- 
erty then they were to receive one-eighth of the 
production profits every two weeks. Mr. Merritt 
was very emphatic in urging people to partici- 
pate as he states in the Oil and Gas News col- 
umn. “To owners of land near Horton's Bay, I 
wantto seriously understand that, principally be- 
cause several of you have delayed the signing 
of teases and placing some in the Banks (for your 
protection until July 1) there is much evidence 
that you will lose this opportunity to get devel- 
opment funds, and this loss might mean years 
of delay to Charlevoix County, in the develop- 


ment of these natura! resources.” 


By July of 1927 an organization had been es- 
tablished called the “Northwestern Michigan 
Development Company,” which was to drill four 
weils in Charlevoix County, one of which was 
on the Stutzman farm. The week of July 25, the

“drilling outfit” owned by J. B. Reed of Saginaw had 
its rig nearly operational on Joe’s land. A celebration 
was planned so everyone could see the drilling rig in 
operation. 

But Merritt still did not have all the signatures he 
required. His “straight-forward” approach likely did 
not help his endeavor much, as can be seen in the Oil 
And Gas News column on July 26. “As to the owners 
of the land who have not signed leases, the great ma- 
jority are simply careless, which only adds difficul- 
ties for your committee, but there are a few owners. 
because of their selfishness. ignorance, stubbornness. 
shortsightedness. or lack of community harmony, that 

.are delaying the game, and I will announce the names 
of such on Saturday at the picnic, and challenge such 
to appear in public, and give you their reasons for de- 
laying the work.” 

Drilling began on July 29. People were expected to 
come from as far away as Grand Rapids and Saginaw 
the following day to witness the drilling operation on 
the day of the “Old Fashioned Basket Picnic” at Young 
State Park. Everyone was encouraged to come and

bring the children, bathing suits and 
all, to enjoy the “safe sandy beach.” 

Despite the banner commissioning 
of the drilling operation the first set- 
back appeared two weeks later when 
the drilling was suspended because 
of “drift.” After waiting for a suitable 
drive pipe, a new casting was in- 
stalled permitting the drilling opera- 
tion to resume at the end of August. 

The first signs of disappointment 
were shown in Merritt's column 
when he stated after the well was 
down over 106 feet that, “I do not 
expect any showings in any of these 
four wells as now contemplated...” 
but he still was persistent that people 
do not hold back their lease because 
the knowledge gained by drilling 
these wells would still further narrow 
the search for oil. 

By the middle of September the 
well had reached 269 feet and filled 
with water. Drilling through the lime- 
stone was slow and Merritt was be- 
coming aggravated with the progress 
of the drilling. By October the well 
was down to 650 feet and Merritt was 
then projecting that production would 
be found between Boyne Falls and 
Elmira. The other wells in Bay View, 
Petoskey and Charlevoix were not 
fairing much better. 

November brought little haope for 


the well on the Joe Stutzman farm, and near 
the end of the month the contractor for the 
Northwestern Michigan Development Com- 
pany had completed his contract, thereby 
ending the excitement of oil for the commu- 
nity. The drilling rig was dismantled and a 
pole was driven into the casing sealing up 
the dangerous opening. The well remained 
hidden until the present owners of the prop- 
erty came across it nearly 50 years later. 

Seventy years of advancements are promi- 
nent by the wells we see today in our com- 
rounity. Before Joe Stutzman came to Boyne 
City, he moved from Indiana to Custer Town- 
ship, in Antrim County in 1880. Among the, 
property he acquired in that county sets one 
af those wells, hidden, never telling Joe of 

- the secret beneath.
